COOKING CHEAP 
CUTS OF BEEF 


By JUDITH WILSON 


ILLIONS of families are find- 
ing that thei: inconics can- 
not keep pace with rising pirces 
in spite of NRA and the pros- 
pect of better times. Housewives 
in such homes will be delighted 
to learn that a great deal has 
‘been discovered that will help 
them keep their budgets low and 
at the same time serve menus 
that breathe no hint of economy 
Meat is always the biggest item 
on the food budget and when it 
can be substantially reduced you 
bave gone a long way towaid 
achieving balance. There are 
tricks that will make chuck or 
round steak taste like a sirloin 
and still cheaper cuts can be 
made into meat dishes that are 
unusually good and ncurishing. 
One hears a great deal of ob- 
jection to the cheaper cuts on 
the ground that they are so 
mtich trcuble to prepare and re- 
quire so much heat in the cook- 
ing that in the long run it is 
almost as cheap ta buy the more 
expensive cuts in the first place 
This is not necessarily true 
There are tricks where meat is 
concerned just as there are with 
other things in cookery 
Choosing Beef Cuts 

Success in cooking the -cheap 
cuts begins with your choice o} 
beef. Beef 1s graded according 
tc the way the animat was fed 
and cared for before it reached 
the market, and the highest 
giadcs bring the highest prices 
But the cheap cuts Jrom a high 
prade beet will give you results 
that would be impossible with 
more expensive cuts of low grade 
beef. You can judge the quality 
of the meat pretty well by look- 
ing at it. , 

Good beef is a good red in 
color, velvety and fine-grained 
with fat of a creamy white 
liberally distributed among the 
connective tissues and muscle 
fibers so the cut surface has a 
“marbled” appearance There 
should be very little gristle and 
the bone should be pinkish and 
porous, 

Quick Cooking 

Now the matter of quick cook- 
ing. Get a slice of steak from 
the top round or get a full slice 
of round steak and take out the 
tenderest part. You can have 
the butcher score the meat deep- 
ly with his “cubjng” machine 0) 
you can score the surface of the 
Steak lightly with a sharp knife 
or you can run it through the 
meat grinder and make meat 
patties or “hamburgers.” The 
cbject is to cut compietely or 
partially the long tough fibers 
and tissues. 

Grapes In Season 

Have you seen and. been 
tempted by the amazing. array 
of grapes of all colors, sizes and 
shapes?

The La’st of the Empire 
Builders . . . Admiral 
Guepratte Saves a Ship 


MONG the last of a rapidly 

vanishing group of empire 
Nuiiders is Col. Jolin S. Dennis. 
who did so much to heip trans- 
form the prairies of Western 
Canada from a bufiale pasture 
nd aé fur-trapping hinterlanc 
nto a thriving section of fa:me 
wid prosperous Cities 

When Col. Dennis went wes! 
1'om his native Toronto in 1872. 
ho was only 16 years ole. Then 
th: only land setilement {oi 
2.000 miles between Fort Garry. 
‘now Winnipeg) and Vancouvet

ot iecat soldiers in’ the 
World War and some, who are 
interested have kearnec of naval 
heroes. Among the tatter. none 
covered himself with more glory 
0? became more idohzed by his 
countrymen, than the Norman- 
Breton seq-!eader, Admiral 
Guepratte. His was the unusual 
cistinction of springing over- 
vight into a figure of legendary 
lame, after a lifetime spent in 
tuostentatious pursuit of his 
Guty 

Guepratte’s claim to fame con- 
cerns his heroic feat ot boarding 
a sinking vessel under fire in the 
Dardanelles, and timing what 
might have been a crushing de- 
fect into orderly retreat He was 
vearing the retirement age when 
the war broke cut. In February 
1915, he was appointed chief of 
the Dardanelles ficet to aid the 
British fleet in command of 
Aduniral Carden. 

The French ships attempting 
Be the Stratts were the 
Suffren, Gaulois, Chaslemagne 
and Bouvet. Admiral Gucpratte 
wag aboard the Suffren. when 


that ship with the Gaulois and 


the Bouvet participated im the 
determined Allied effert to break 
through on February 19. 1915. 
The Turks however. directcd by 
yerman Officers, had organized 
0 modet defense which punished 
the attackers severely. esides 
battries of 77 cm. guns. the dc- 
tenders raked the Allied ships 
whenever possible with machine- 
gun fire directed fron; hidden 
trenches close to the water's 
ecge. 

Despite, the heavy fire, the 
French ships succeeded in pro- 
tecting the. minesweepers, whose 
perilous work was necessaty Tor 
the protection of the ships in the 
Dardanelles Straits. On the 17th 
of March, the Allied Command, 
having determined to break 
throngh to the. Black.,Sea at all 
costs. . At a council »Guem atte 
asked to be given ‘thie vanguard 
job. On che foli.wmg day. the 
French ships »’xvead the mine 
and artillery ange to steam up 
the Starits and bombard the 
forts at close range. The. ter- 
rific. counterfire frem the forts 
cid .not stop the four dread- 
naughts, but a mine sank the 
Bouvet with all hands, ° 

At about this time the Gaulois 
came .under the coricentrated 
artillefy fire from. the. forts and 
its bow was opened. French and 
British torpedo boats stood. by 
ready,,to save the crew, every 
rian Of whom stood on deck, re- 
strained from abandenmg_ ship 


bv the heroic captain, Comman-" 


der Biard. It was uncetrain 
whether or not he would have 
been pble to maintain order.
